Friday's editions that the state's 
junior Senator, whose election 
The News vigorously opposed 
last November, accepted on 
March 21 a $2,000 check from 
two representatives from De- 
troit's Polish bus! fess com- 
munity. 


The two businessmen, the 


story said, were touting a Polish 
attorney from 
the 
Detroit 


suburb of Livonia for the job of 
U.S. attorney in Detroit. 


The job presently is held by 


Philip Van Dam, a-Republican 
appointed dwing the Ford Ad- 


ministration. 
Since 
the 


Democrats now control the 
White House, Senatorial pro- 
tocol gives Riegle the privilege 
of recommending federal ap- 
pointments in the state. 


"The story's implications are 


totally wrong," said Jim Sharp,

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 


— Alaska is 
investigating 


allegations that several doctors, 
apparently upset over malprac- 
tice suits, have refused to treat 
families of some lawyers who 
handle such cases, the state at- 
torney general says. 


A source familiar with the 


case, who asked not be iden- 
tified, said that in one instance 
two doctors refused at the last 
minute to go through with non- 
emergency 
surgery 
at 


Providence Hospital on the wife 
of a lawyer. 


In a second case the son of a 


lawyer reportedly had to go to 
Seattle for a tonsilleetomy after 
being refused by his doctor, the 


source said. 


According to the source, the 


doctors involved are among the 
Alaska physicians who have 


' fought bitterly against-a man- 


datory malpractice insurance 
program. The plan had been 
scheduled for implementation 


Jan. 1 to help stem rising in-' 
surance rates, but it has been 
held up pending resolution of a 
court challenge.

Teens Killed 


FLORIDA CITY, Fla. (AP) - 


Three Michigan youths were 
killed Friday when their car and 
a tractor-trailer truck collided 
on a narrow stretch of US 1 in 
the Florida Keys. 


Troopers identified two of the 


dead as Michael E. Mahon, 19, 
the driver, and Gregory Ernst, 
18. The name of the third victim 
was withheld. All three were 
from Lansing, Mich. 


The two-lane Overseas High- 


way was blocked for three hours 
until the wreckage could be 
cleared, the Florida Highway 
Patrol said.

After a sorrowful observance 


of Christ's death on the cross, 
Christians throughout the world 
prepared today to celebrate the 
joy of his rising at Easter. 


All mankind should hear "at 


least an echo of this great story 
of pain and love," Pope Paul VI 
told thousands of faithful who 
gathered Friday in the ruins of 
Rome's ancient -Colosseum to 
watch 
a 
re-enactment 
of 


Christ's torturous walk to Cal- 
vary. 


After a driving rain slackened 


to a drizzle, Pope Paul'took a 
six-foot cross in his own hands 
for the final three stations of the 
cross in the hour-long proces- 
sion. The 79-year-old pontiff 
walked painfully because of a 
chronic knee ailment. 


Warm 
sunshine 
bathed 


Jerusalem as thousands of 
pilgrims from many nations, 
some laboring under heavy 
crosses, retraced Christ's foots- 
teps along the Via Dolorosa this 
Good Friday. 


The processions in Rome and 


Jerusalem ' 
commemorated 


Christ's walk from the Prae- 
torium, where he was sentenced 
to death, to Calvary, where he 
was nailed to the cross. The 
.participants in the ceremonies 
stopped at the 14 stations where, 
it is believed, Christ stopped on 
his way to Calvary. 


The faithful filed into the dark 


halls of Jerusalem's Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre as the bells 
of the crusader-era church 
pealed mournfully. 


According to Christian tradi- 


tion, the church stands on the 
sites of Calvary and Christ's 
tomb. At its entrance pilgrims 
knelt to kiss the marble stone of 
unction said to mark the spot 
where 
Christ's 
body 
was 


wrapped in a shroud. ' 


The 
procession 
along 


Jerusalem's ancient "Street of 
Sorrow" was led by Greek 
Orthodox Archbishop Simon of 
Jerash. Normally the Orthodox 
Easter comes one or two weeks 
after .the 
Roman 
Catholic 


Easter, but when they coincide, 
as they do this year, the 
churches alternate in leading 
the Good Friday procession.

seum was beamed by satellite to 
22 countries, including the

Chicken wire, old socks 
anil hydraulic pogo sticks were some of the 
items used Friday by imaginative students at 
the University of Michigan during the Great Egg 
Bust. To the delight of about 150 observers, most 
of the packages devised to protect the eggs in 
their OS-foot drop did the job. Of 44 competing 
eggs, only 14 wvre scrambled when they hit.

Deny Nurses Forged Coloma Vet's Note 
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Fn*i ASSOCIATED PRESS 
DETROIT — A note purpor- 


tedly written by a now-deceased 
Coloma man came under dis- 
pute here Friday in the trial of 
two Filipina nurses accused of 
murdering and poisoning na- 
tions at the Ann Arbor 
Veterans Administration hospi- 
tal. 


A federal prosecutor declared 


the two nurses, Filipina Narciso 
and Leonora Perez, may have 
forged a note the 
defense 


claims .was written by John 
"Red" McCrery of Coloma. The 
note said McCrery. could not 


identify his attacker. 


McCrery, who was one of a 


number of patients who suffered 
mysterious breathing failures in 
the'Ann Arbor VA hospital in 
1975, died last June 28 of a heart 


. attackat his Coloma township 


home some months after leav- 
ing the hospital. He was a long- 
time operator of an auto body 
shop in Coloma and was a 
Coloma township trustee. 


The prosecution said the 


nurses, did not mention the note 
to the FBI in several interviews 
when 
mysterious 
breathing 


failures at the hospital were be- 


ing probed in 1975. Miss Narciso 
eventually did mention the note 
to the FBI, but refused to show 
it to agents. 


Asst. U.S. Attorney ^Richard 


Yanko contended it was "irra- 
tional behavior" for Miss Nar- 
ciso, then under investigation 
by the FBI, to have withheld the 
letter, written the day before 
McCrery died. 


One way to explain the 


behavior, said Yanko, is to as- 
sume the note was a forgery. 
•'Defense attorney Michael 
Moran said the "forgery charge 
is just rampant speculation". 


He said if thc'nurses did not 
cooperate fully with the inves- 
tigation it was because 
of 


"abusive interrogation by the 
FBI." 


The note allegedly was writ- 


ten by McCrery, a heart patient 
at the Ann Arbor VA hospital, 
who was in an intensive care 
ward in mid-August 1975 when 
the 
scries 
of 
mysterious 


breathing failures occurred. 


Mrs. Perez and Miss Narciso 


worked in intensive care. Mrs. 
Perez was McCrery's nurse. He 
allegedly gave her a note saying 
be could not identify the person 


or persons who injected a 
paralyzing drug, Pavilion, into 
his body. The note read, 
"Wouldn't know her again if I 
saw her." 


McCrery allegedly gave the 


note to Mrs. Peres and it is in 
the possession of her attorneys.

different stories to the doctors, 
nurses and FBI agents, accord- 
ing to earlier testimony by 
prosecution witnesses. One 
story was that he claimed to 
have recognized the person who 
gave him an injection moments 
before he became iwalyvd <M 
Autf li, 1*7».

Vaccination Slide 
Causes Concern 


WASHINGTON - One of the 


greaj 
public 
health 


achievements of all time, the 
virtual eradication of a half- 
dozen once-dreaded childhood 
diseases, is in serious jeopardy 
as a result of declining im- 
munization rates. 


Unless the slide is halted, 


increasing 
numbers 
of 


American children may once 
again fall victim to such totally 
preventable diseases as polio, 
measles, diphtheria, whooping 
cough, tetanus and rubella 
(German measles). 
. To a large degree, the 
childhood 
immunization 


program has been a victim of its 
own success. Parents no longer 
worry enough about diseases 
like polio — simply because so 
very few cases arc ever reported 
any more. 


Yet, as the recent measles 


outbreak has shown, these 
diseases are 
not extinct. 


Without immunization, any or 
all of them could become 
menacing once more. 


Health experts acknowledge 


that the .childhood immuniza- 
tion program has also suffered 
from the fallout of last year's 
disastrous swine flu experience, 
a hastily-mounted emergency 
vaccination effort that created 
more problems than it solved. 


Six special study groups 


which have been examining the 
whole immunization field, since 
last November assembled in 
Washington this week to discuss 
their findings, and a work paper 
produced by fine of these task 
forces bluntly summed up the 
problem created by the swine 
flu flop. 


Although that program was a 


unique, 
one-shot effort, the 


study group reported that the 
routine childhood immunization 
program has been "threatened 
by loss of credibility and loss of 
confidence in public health 
programs initiated by the 
federal government. 


"What is at stake," the group 


said, "is the future of public 
health preventive efforts in the 
United States." 


The Carter administration is 


deeply concerned by the drop- 
off in immunizations reflected 
in Public Health Sen-ice statis- 
tics. And no wonder, when you 
see that 20 million of the 52 
million youngsters age 14. or 
under are missing one or more 
of their vaccinations against the 
six major childhood diseases.

Califano his week announced a 
major increase in federal fund- 
ing to support immunization ef- 
forts by state and local health 
departments, plus a massive 
public 
relations 
campaign 


aimed at educating parents, 
physicians, 
teachers, com-

Special efforts will be direct- 


ed at reaching inner- city 
children and other youngsters 
from poor families, since Im- 
munization rates for these 
groups are running almost 10 
points 
below the national 


average. 


Reversing the decline in 


childhood immunizations will 
require cooperation from all' 


. segm^its of society. 


Private physicians administer 


two-thirds of the vaccinations 
currently provided to children" 
in this country* and obviously 
need to step up their efforts. 
Schools, churches, community 
groups and a multitude of 
volunteer organizations can 
help spread the message. 


Drug companies, which have 


been slowly but steadily backing 
out of the manufacture of these 
vaccines, should be prodded in- 
to continued production. 


And parents, most of all, need 


., to realize that one trip to the 
doctor, with a healthy child for 
an immunization is infinitely 
preferrable to a dozen visits for 
treatment 
of' a youngster 


. needlessly stricken.

Transkei Is Not 


Anti-White 


From time to time; a political 


analyst can raise an issue in 
such a way that it throws sud- 
den illumination on much wider 
matters. The landscape of 
reality is suddenly seen clearly 
and freshly. 


The French political activist % 


and professor of anthropology, 
Jacques Soustelle, has done 
just thai by taking a new look at 
the Transkei issue; writing in a 
little-known newsletter called 
"Today in France." 


The Transkei is an enclave 


within the Republic of South 
Africa. It is largely inhabited by 
the 
Xhosa 
tribe. 
Though 


recently declaring itself an 
independent state, it remains in 
bad international odor, excluded 
from the U.N., unrecognized by 
the U.S. and everyone else. 


Soustelle simply asks "why." 


In so doing, he sheds a revealing 
light on that anonymous force 
known as "world opinion," 
which tends to set the limits of 
the possible in both policy and 
rhetoric. One need not even ac- 
cept all of Soustelle's points in 
order to achieve this sudden 
sense of illumination. Key ex- 
cerpts: 


"The United Nations has 


refused to recognize Transkei 
for what it is, an independent 
national entity, and to admit it 
in consequence as a member of 
that body. We must ask, 
therefore, if the independence of 
a country has validity only when 
that independence is acquired 
through bloodshed, terrorism, 
and barbaric warfare? From 
which we gather that indepen- 
dence is not recognized if it is 
attained through mutual con- 
sent with those who held the 
political, economic, and ad- 
ministrative power over the ' 
land." 


Soustelle correctly points out 


that the Transkei, "by the ex- 
tent of its territory, the number 
of its inhabitants and its 
resources," compares favorably 
"with any number of mini- 
states that have been admitted 
to the United Nations despite 
their microscopic territories 
and a population often less than 
we count in a subprefecturc or 
in one of your (US) counties." 


"The fact that a territory with 


an authentic 'black' ethnic 
people based on the Xhosa tribe 
has been' separated from the 
other territories, both black and 
white, of the Republic of South 
Africa and is to lead its own 
existence, can that be qualified 
as racism?" 


The United Nations admitted 


Angola to membership, in spite 
of the glaring fact that it has a 
government that was openly 
imposed on the Angolan people 
by 15,000 Cuban mercenaries — 
what is still more outrageous — 
who arc still there imposing a 
Marxist regime without regard 
to what the people may or may 
not want . . . Yet Angola is 
acclaimed at the United Nations 
and Transkei is hooted down." 


"The essential reason for 


refusing to accept Transkei, 
although it has not been ar- 
ticulated in so many words, is 
that 
the 
independence of 


Transkei was acquired hy mu- 
tual consent with the authorities 
of South Africa and not through 
guerrilla warfare, not by savage 
terrorism, 
not by 
useless 


bloodshed. Therefore . . . 
Transkei is in the wrong, for it 
has shown itself not to be racist, 
anti-while, or Marxist." 


My conclusion: absolutely 


anything done to establish a 
Marxist regime is acceptable to 
"world opinion." Nothing the 
South Africans can do. except 
surrender, is acceptable.

The Environmental Defense 


Fund requested the recall 
Friday a day after the Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion banned further production 
and sale of children's garments 
treated with Tris. 


The court was asked to 


declare the garments "hazar- 


' dous substances" and order 


them recalled with refunds to 
consumers. 


Scientists have found that 


Tris can cause cancer in 
laboratory annuals. 


The environmental group 


contends Tris-treated garments 
are dangerous even after they 
have been laundered. That- 
conflicts with the commission's 
position that three washings 
remove much of the risk. 


'Tor example, after three 


washings, 
on the 
average 


approximately 50 per cent of the 
initial quantity of Tris in the 
surface of the garment is still 
available," the fund said. 
"After 
10 
washings, 


approximately 10 per cent of the 
original surface Tris is availa- 
ble. 


"The cancer risk would still 


be approximately 2.UUI cancers 
per million (persons) exposed 
per year" after three washings, 
the group said. 


Although the commission 


banned further production, it 
did not order a recall of the 120 
million Tris-treated garments 
sold to consumers, except those 


thai have nut yet l>een washed. 


However, two of the five com- 


missioners said they believed 
all 
Tris-treated 
garments 


should be recalled. But the 
majority said three washings 
removed 95 per cent of the sur- 
face chemical. 


Manufacturers of children's 


polyester steepwear have used 
Tris to meet federal flam- 
mability 
standards. 
The 


chemical is not used on cotton 
or nylon garments. 


The fund's request came as an 


amendment to a suit it filed 


against the commission 
in 


.March. The group first raised 
the dangers of Tris when it un-

Some things you should know 


about the use of foam rubber: 


Foam up to 2 inches thick can 


be cut with ordinary scissors. 
Thicker pieces can be cut with 
an upholsterer's electric knife 
or a handsaw. The dealer will 
cut it for you if you bring in the 
pattern. Be sure to allow an ex- 
tra half-inch margin around all 
sides of the pattern, since the 
margin 
later 
will 
be 


compressed and serve to keep 
the fabric covering tightly in 
place. 


A pattern is unnecessary if 


you are covering something like 
a kitchen chair where the seat is 
easily removable. In that case, 
simply trace the outline directly 
on the foam. 


To hold together two pieces of 


foam, use two coats of cement 
on both the rubber and the 
tacking tape. Let the cemented 
pieces set for an hour or two 
before using. 


Ordinary fabricating cement, 


the kind found in most offices, is 
excellent for this purpose. 


When making a cushion and 


you want to achieve a slightly 
rounded effect, use what uphol- 
stered call "crowned" pincore 
foam. 


If you plan to cover a cushion 


with a plastic or a very tightly 
woven material or with leather, 


allow some kind of opening for 
the circulation of air. When us- 
ing leather, high-pile fabrics, 
stretchy fabrics and plastics, 
cover the foam with muslin. 
When in direct contact with 
foam, plastics can become stiff 
and brittle. In addition, there 
can be a chemical reaction 
which may cause discoloration. 
The , problems are largely 
avoided if you use a plastic 
material which has a fabric 
backing. Vinyl plastic fabrics 
are excellent for use with latex 
foam, especially the fabric- 
backed and supported vinyls 
which are washable. 


Latex foam as a carpet Un- 


derlay is non-skid, resilient and 
can be cut to shape to match a 
throw rug .without shredding. It 
can also be used directly over 
concrete or other hard flooring. 


If you have a small entrance 


hall or narrow foyer to furnish, 
you can knock together a slim, 


' wooden bench or use an old 


piano bench, covering it with a 
one-ineh-thick piece of/slab 
foam and a bright fabric. 


When small pieces of latex 


foam rubber are left over from 
projects, don't discard them. A 
few uses for these include— as a 
covering for wire hangers to 
eliminate the crease that often 


occurs on trousers hung on the 
bare wire; as a lint brush, since 
a small piece works wonders on 
both lint and pet hair; to protect 
fragile items during shipment; 
to stop small rattles around the 
house; as a protection for your 
camera and small radio when 
taking them on a trip; to bold 
fishing lures, one way being to 
sew a small piece of "foam to a 
fishing jacket for imbedding 
artifical files; and to decorate 
the home'during the holiday 
season, by cutting the foam into 
interesting shapes and gluing 
tinsel to them.

The author, relying on the 


New English Bible, cites many 
Gospel 
passages 
for 
his 


theories. Among other pas- 
sages, he points to Mark 6:4 and 
Matthew 13:57 as an admission 
by Jesus that he had'failed to 
convert his own people, the 
Jews: "A prophet will always be 
held in honor except in his 
hometown and among his kins- 
men and family." 


As evidence of rejection by 


the disciples, he cites John 6:60, 
6:66: "When Jesus was giving 
instruction 
in 
Capernaum,, 


many of his disciples on hearing 
it exclaimed, "This is more than 
we can stomach. Why listen to 
this talk?...' From that time on, 
many of his disciples withdrew 
and no longer went about with 
him." 


Grant, who says he is inclined 


to view the miracles, the virgin 
birth, and the Resurrection as 
"legendary" stories, writes that 
after Christ's death his name 
lived on largely because of 
word-of-mouth tales of his 
ability as an exorcist. 


The author rejects the theory 


that Jesus never really existed, 
but he takes no stand on his 
divinity. 


"The point is that Jesus, 


while on earth, was human, and 
that he gave us a revelation of 
the maximum effect that one 
human being has ever been able 
to exercise upon others," Grant 
says. 


His life "was and per- 


manently remains the most 
heartening thing which has ever 
happened to the human race,"

90,000 LETTERS A YEAR 


Team Of Nine Reads 


Governor's Mail

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Isabellc Saxton 


has been reading the Michigan governor's 
mail since 1959, when a postage stamp cost 
four cents and each day's letters were opened 
b\ hand. Now, four governors and several 
controversies later, Mrs. Saxton heads a 
nine-woman team that answers and files 
rmrc than 90,000 letters that arrive each year 
addressed to Gov. William Milliken. 


These days, machines open the 400-plus 


envelopes that arrive on an average day. 
Many of them are answered by highspeed 
typewriters that store messages in their 
electronic memories. In 1959, when G. Men- 
tion Williams was governor, 10 office workers 
signed letters for the state's chief executive 
b\ hand. Now, a machine inks Milliken's 
signature on most of the replies. 


But that's not all that's chanred. People 


arc writing more often now; and there's more 
anger in their words, Mrs. Saxon says. So far 
tills year, nearly 20,000 people have written to 
the governor: "They don't have the same 
trust of government they used to have. They 
care more about their public officials and 
.want them to account for what they do." she 
says. "They're telling it like it is and they're 
not holding back anything," she said. 


Mrs. Saxton and her team take pride in 


their ability to answer nearly every letter 
lliat comes in, usually within three weeks. 
The governor's policy is to get replies out to 
everyone within 14 days. But the swell of let-- 
tcrs in the last couple of years has made that 
difficult. She does keep a list of the gover- 
nor's aides who. fail to compose answers to 
letters that have been referred to thcm.jAnd 
she periodically sends them blistering 
memos reminding them of their obligation to 
the people. 


'If it's from someone down and out, it's 


handled the same as if it were from 
President Carter. That letter is important," 
she says. No letters are thrown away. 
They're filed in dozens of cabinets that crowd 
the tiny office the team shares. When 


Miliiken leaves office, he'll probably have 
about two million letters and responses to 
take with him. They'll include one from an 
Elwood, Ind., girl who asked Milliken to help 
her on a science project. She enclosed a petri 
dish, which she wanted him to set on his 
windowsill. 


Milliken told her he did so. But a winds- 


torm came along and "some foreign material 
adhered to the petri dish. So I am returning it 
to the hope that you can still incorporate it in 
your project." A Grass Lake boy urged 
Milliken to sit in the boy's pew at a church 
"pack-a-pcw" contest. Milliken replied he 
had other obligations that day, tat, "Thank 
you for thinking of me." 


Most of the letters are from people con- 


cerned about taxes, crime, utility rates or 
controversies like Project Seafarer and PBB: 
Seafarer was an underground communica- 
tions grid proposed by the Navy for the 
Upper Peninsula, while PBB is a toxic fire 
rutardant that was mixed accidentally with 
Michigan livestock feed nearly, four years 
ago. Since mid-March, more than 2,000 
people have complained about plans to con- 
vert Si. Augustine's Seminary near the wes- 
tern Michigan town of Saugatuck into a 
prison. Some letters were from children who 
said they'd be afraid to ride their bikes if a 
prison were nearby. 


Whenever she sees such a huge outpouring 


' of sentiment, Mrs; Saxton picks out 30 to 4fl 
tetters that express the feeling best and sends 
them to Milliken's office. She did that last 
week. A few days later, Milliken came up to 
look over the mail himself. "He sat down 
right-here," she says, pointing to her own 
desk. "He sort of gazed at the letters and 
started going through them." 


After a few more days, Milliken issued a 


statement reassuring residents of the area 
that any prison set up would be medium 
security to prevent inmates from coming and 
going. "Just deluge your rcprcsenta'ives or 
senators or governors with letters and it often 
makes a difference," says Mrs. Saxton, with 
a conviction that comes from experience.

A local officials' Compensa- 


tion Commission 'is hereby 
created 'pursuant to Michigan 
Public Act 176 of 1974, as 
amended,* to determine ' the 
salaries of township elected of- 
ficials who are paid a salary. 
The Commission shall consist of 
five members who are regis- 
tered electors of the township, 
appointed by the supervisor 
subject to confirmation by a 
majority of the members elect- 
ed and serving on the township 
board. The terms of office shall 
he five years, except that of the 
members first.appointcd, one 
each shall be appointed for 
terms of one, two, three, four 
and. 
five years. The first 


members shall be appointed 
within M days after the effective 
date of the within ordinance. 
Thereafter members shall be 
appointed before October 1 of 
each year of appointment. 
Vacancies -shall be similarly 
filled for the remainder of an 
unexpired term. An officer or 
employee of a government 
agency or unit or member of the 
immediate family of such. an

SECTION III 


DETERMTNATiaVOF 


SALARIES 


The Commission shall deter-, 


mine the salaries of 
the 


township elected officials who 
are paid on a salary basis, 
which determination shall be 
such 
salaries 
unless 
the 


township board, by resolution 
adopted by two-thirds of the 
members elected to and svrving 
on the township board, rejects 
any one or more of such.deter- 
minations. A determination of 
Ihe Commission shall be effec- 
tive 30 days following the filing 
of the same with the township 
clerk mless rejected by the 
township board. In case of a 
rejection, the existing salary 
shall prevail. Any expense 
allowance or reimbursement 
paid to elected officials in addi- 
tion to the official's salary shall 
be for expenses incurred in the 
course of township business and 
shall be accounted for to the 
township.

tion shall be calculated to cover 
the period from the date of its

MEETINGS OF THE 


COMMISSION, 
ORGANIZATION

The Commission shall meet 


for not more than fifteen session 
days in every odd-numbered 
year and shall make Its deter- 
mination within 43 calendar 
days of its first meeting. A 
majority of the members of the 
Commission shall constitute a 
quorum for conducting the 
business of the Commission. 
The Commission shall not take 
action or make a determination 
without a concurrence of a 
'majority of the members ap- 
pointed and serving on the 
Commission. The Commission 
shall elect a chairman, vice- 
chairman and secretary from 
among its members. The terms 
of such officers shall continue 
until a successor or successors 
are .elected in the succeeding 
odd-numbered years.

Our Federal tax code is now so encrusted with complex subsi- 
dies, exemptions, loopholes, deductions and other exotic devices 
that not even an agent of the IRS can read a taxpayer his rights with 
certainty. These devices have transformed the power of the Con- 
gress to tax into a crude tool for reshaping society by rewarding one 
citizen and penalizing another. We could raise the same revenue by 
eliminating the present maze of deductions and special-interest lax 
laws and by instituting a simple, equitable, graduated tax rate of 20 
to 30 percent for individuals and corporations alike. The exact rate b 
not <s important as the fact that it would maVe the law clear, certain 
and fair.

Few scenes are more traditionally 


American than those of a family attending 
church together on a religious hobday or 
the father leading the dan in a mealtime 
blessing. Yet such familiar scenes, with 
their aura of security and warmth, are not 
entirely reflective of today's realities. 


While many families are fortunate 


enough to share faith and togetherness, 
numerous others do not have a dose-knit 


. sense of spiritual kinship. For example, 


children ate not as likely as in the past to 
automatically assume the religion of their 
parents. Indeed, parents, wishing to be en- 
lightened, may be reluctant to insist that 
their children believe as they do. Yet they 
also may be distressed when their children 
rum to cults and trendy religious move- 
ments or profess hostility to religion. 


Some of the questions parents have 


found themselves trying to answer are the 
following: Is giving a child a specific set of 
beliefs important? What is the solution 
when the religion of the mother is different 
from that of the father? If a child is not 
given any religious upbringing, will he be 
more likely, to join a cult or movement in 
search for spiritual meaning? Is a religious 
upbringing closely related to the kinds of 
moral values a child will develop as he ma- 
tures? Is the sense of family togetherness 
and sharing more important than a parti- 
cular religious doctrine? 


Every family must work out the answers 


to such questions on its own. About the 
only thing that seems certain is the impor- 
tance for today's parents to make con- 
scious choices about what spiritual course, 
if any, their family is to follow. Here are 
four prominent families who have made 
such decisions and are happy with them. 
The Osmond Family 


What entertainment clan comes to mind 


when we think of strong ties and efferves- 
cent family life on and off the stage? The 
Osmonds, of course. As enthusiasm for 
the Donny and Marie show continues to 
grow, it is interesting to note that the fami- 
ly's unity and success stem directly from a 
strong religious foundation. 


Olive Osmond, female head of the bub-

11-member Osmond tribe, says 


spiritual beliefs continue to keep the family 
together. As members of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day .Saints (also 
called the Mormon Church), the family 
uses a church-advocated practice, the 
Family Night, to provide a social and 
spiritual focus to their lives.

WLL LIVE BETTER II 
1984 THAN YOU DO NOW 


Today's problems that depress us are not "terminal ill- 
nesses," says one expert. Instead, they are growing 
pains preceding a better and more pleasant life for all. 


By Shirley Sloan Fader 


A recent Harris survey reveals that two' 


' out-of-three Americans believe life hi the 


future will be worse than "it is today. But 
world-famous scientist Herman Kahn, co- 
author of The Next 200 Years: A Scenario 
for America, and the World and director of ' 
the Hudson Institute "think tank" in Cro- 
ton-on Hudson, N.Y., challenges this pes- 
simistic view of the future and predicts that 
"things in general," and our individual 
lives in particular, will probably grow 
better, not worse. 


Unlike mystics who depend on visions 


to predict the future, Kahn is esteemed as 
a scientific futurologtst. The United States 
Government, multinational corporations 
and foreign governments keep the Hud- 
son Institutes 35 researchers, 35 assistants 
and 200 consultants busy with projects 
about future economic, social and political 
developments and how they can be Influ- 
enced. According to Kahn, "We're asked 
to study questions of national defense, 
arms control, law enforcement, poverty, 
education. For example, we've just fin- 
ished a study for the U.S. Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Agency on the probable - 
future course of crime in the United States. 
For foreign countries we do no defense 
work, only economic and social projects. 
When making our suggestions and predic- 
tions, we have access to all available scien- 
tific data. To that data we add human judg- 
ment and experienced practical assump- 
tions. Of course, we're not always right. 
But with our expertise, our chances of ac- 
curacy are excellent." 


An affable and unpretentious 55-year- 


old, 350-pound six-foot giant, Kahn used 
his training in physics and mathematics to 
found the Hudson Institute in 1961. Mar- 
ried and the father of two children, he lives 
a few miles from the institute. 
- Here is what he sees for the American 
family during the next decade. "Only very 
bad luck or very bad management can 
wipe out the optimistic scenario we fore- 
see," says Kahn. "Ordinary levels of bad 
luck .and bad management won't be 
enough to interfere." 


Inflation 


Inflation will be controfed at less than 2 


percent by cooperation between govern- 
ment and business. Kahn explains that in 
the past, spurts of unplanned inflation 
caused by wartime or genuine shortages 
transferred money from private citizens to 
government and business. But lately, 
bouts of controlled inflation have not 
markedly enriched government or busi- 
ness. And to the extent that private people 
lose money, they react furiously. 


In addition, the rapid functioning of

electronic record keepers makes running 
businesses under inflationary conditions 
extremely difficult..In past years, slow in- 
terchange of financial records meant a 
year or more might be needed for a coun- 
try to show a billion-dollar trade deficit. 
Today, this debt would become apparent 
in a fraction of the time. Under such condi- 
tions inflation becomes distasteful to 
everyone: to business, to government and 
to the average person. When nobody pro- 
fits from inflation, it can be stopped. But 
continuation of the below 2-percent rate 


, after about 1982 will depend oh whether 


people have learned to- restrain over- 
spending and overborrowing and on 
whether voters keep anti-inflation pressure 
on government. 


Income 


Within the next decade, American in- 


come and living standards will rise drama- 
tically as the national family median moves 
from its present-day $14,000 to $20,000 
in 1977 purchasing dollars. Pressure to 
"keep up with the Joneses" will also re- 
cede, and we'll feel free to use our extra 
money on whatever appeals to us. ° 


Jobs 


Our future is in a service industry. (Ser- 


vice means occupations in such fields as 
education, medicine, social work, commu- 
nications, leisure facilities and the arts as 
well as all the manual activities we always 
have called service jobs.) By 2000, indus- 
try will be comparable to agriculture in 
terms of jobs. One hundred years ago, 50 
percent of Americans worked in agricul-, 
hire. Today, approximately 4'/2 percent of 
the work force produces our farm prod- 
ucts, including a huge surplus that we ex- 
port. 


- Natural Resources 


Though we've been subjected to a bar- 


rage of pessimistic news, nobody has 
found any shortages of the raw materials 
that will be important in the near or in- 
definite future. The world, in fact, has 
enough resources or potential substitutes 


tor every need. We are now experiencing 
controlled supplies of resources, not world 
depletions What is required Is action 10 to 
15 years ahead of time to prevent tem- 
porary shortages. 


For instance, the United Slates has the 


world's largest concentrations of coal and 
oil shale, and it dominates the world's po- 
tential energy supply. We can, tf we take 
action, produce oil at prices competitive 
with OPEC. But industry, government and 
voters must look ahead because it takes 10 
to 15 years to build and staff facilities. If we 
do plan, as the world and we expand ener- 
gy production, there wiD be a forced de- 
crease of OPEC oil prices. 


Poor Countries 


Throughout the world living standards 


will steadily increase. Prices of food and- 
raw materials will stabilize or decline. The 
developed world and OPEC will promote 
world stability by investing excess capital in 
the Third World and in themselves. 


Public Morality 


A shift of attention from government 


and business scandals, and fewer confron- 
tations between the two, will lead to an 
ideological renewal of government in the 
United States. The standards set by the 
Carter Administration will be significant in 
determining whether the return to "nor- 
malcy" is a passing fashion or a long-term 
trend. . ^

You can look for a return to some tradit 


tjorial values combined with some new 
values. Indeed, the.return to traditional 
behavior is already visible:, young people 
are more patriotic than their older brothers 
and sisters, more work-and-achievement 
oriented, more parent oriented, more in- 
terested in obtaining good jobs. They take 
their studies more seriously and dress bet- 
ter. In other areas, literature is hot so 
nihilistic, while art is becoming more repre- 
sentational. 


• 
Whether this is a five-year fad, or a way 


of life over several decades, wiB depend 
on government leadership, the family, 
religion and schools. "For example," says 


Kahn. "the methods American public 
schools now use to teach history push our 
young people into aritjgoveroment, alien- 
ated behavior. 


"History teaching," he continues, 


"should be composed of three parts: 1) 
traditional perspectives, which means 
dates, facts, heroes and heroines; 2) clash 
of Interests, which means how we devel- 
oped, as with fanners vs manufacturers, 
workers vs. owners, etc; 3) debunking. 
The problem today is that we teach only 
the last two. Children learn that govern- 
ment and society are wrecking the envi- 
ronment and ruining the country This 
turns kids off on government and society 
H we teach the successes of society as wet 
as its bad points, kids wiD be turned on to 
create more successes." 


. Marriage and FaBiily 
Despite the media's hullabaloo, mar- 


riage is not a threatened institution. We 


- will emerge from the abnormal.situation 
that .followed World War 0, when there 
was ah increase in the proportion of the 
population that married and a pattern of 
very young marriages. Wei move back 
toward the American tradition of later mar- 
riage and having many people who never 
marry. 


As for babies: currently the birth'rate is 


1.8 per woman. Within the next 10 years, 
we expect the rate to hover around 2.1, 
which is replacement stability. 


America's Pocition 


in the World 


Losses in American influence will be 


limited. The general economic growth of 
the world win strengthen everyone, there- 
by curbing Russia and other authoritarian 
powers.

.Kahn sums up his scientific view of the 
future in this way: "Admittedly, we're surer 
of economic and technological predictions 
than of social predictions. Economic and 
technological trends have a force behind 
mem that makes them almost unstoppable 
except by powerful counter efforts. Social 
issues are more easily influenced by 
people's and leaders' actions and nil- 
beliefs.''

Each year, outstanding high-school students from 
around the country attend a seminar sponsored by 
actor Hugh O'Brian. Here's what it has meant to them. 


Youth Ambassadors with O'Brian.

When actor Hugh O'Brian played VVyatt 


Earp on television, he always managed to 
keep the young people of the town happy 
and peaceful with a short sermon and a 
pat on the back: 


But in 1958, when the actor visited Or. 


Albert Schweitzer in Lambarene, Gabon, 
he found out that the real world made 
much tougher demands on young people. 
O'Brian returned from his visit determined 
to make a contribution to youth in his own 
way, and he organized the Hugh O'Brian 
Youth Foundation. Jts purposes are to 
seek out outstanding high-school sopho- 
mores from throughout the U.S. and for- 
eign countries and to provide opportuni- 
ties for their leadership abilities to develop 
and be recognized. (Application is open to 
everyone.) Then, every year, a leadership 
seminar is conducted on a subject of vital 
importance. 


The 19th Hugh O'Brian. Leadership 


Seminar will *e held April 16-23 in 
Chicago, and the students will participate 
in sessions on 
"America's Incentive 


System." On hand will be a high-level de- 
legation of politicians, corporate execu- 
tives, economists and media leaders 
whose aim will be to explore issues per- 
taining to the American free-enterprise 
system. 


Overseeing each step — from the invita- 


tions to guest speakers to the contents of 
the box lunches — will be O'Brian. 
"There's nothing done that I'm not in- 
volved in, except the selection process," 
he says. "The United States Jaycees and 
the National Association of Secondary 
School Principals comprise the state selec- 
tion committees." 


O'Brian asks only one thing of the 


young people who attend these seminars: 
that they write to him once a year, on their 
birthday, until the age of 30. They are to 
write about the accomplishments, defeats 
and frustrations they've experienced in 
reaching for their goals. In turn, O'Brian 
writes to them every year on his birthday. 


Talking with the participants of last year's 


seminar suggests that O'Brian has man- 
aged to do just what he intended — and 
maybe even more. According to William 
Wright, 16, of Norfolk, Va., "It was an in- 
spiring and motivating experience. The 
politicians we met [the Youth Ambassa- 
dors, as the students are called, listened to 
and chatted with everyone from former 
President Ford to Supreme Court Justice 
Byron R. White to Sen. Hubert Humph- 
rey] were very candid. We didn't beat 
around the bush in questioning them, and 
they didn't beat around the bush an- 
swering us." 


William has just been appointed a page 


for the U.S. House of Representatives, a - 
job he has dreamed about since child- 
hood. UI honestly don't think t would have 
had the nerve to go to my Congressman 
and ask for that job without having been a 
Hugh O'Brian Youth Ambassador. I 
always figured you had to.know someone 
to get those jobs, and I didn't have any 
connections* 


Bruce Allyn had never been outside of 


Oregon when he won a trip to Florida with 
the 1973 seminar group. It spurred his in- 
terest in travel, and he has since attended 
an outdoor school and worked at camps 
across the country. Most important, his 
selection by the Hugh O'Brian Foundation 
led to a scholarship that enables him to at- 
tend Dartmouth College. 


James Ogsbury, Hugh O'Brian Class of 


1975, agrees the award is the biggest 
break he has received. The Foundation 
stoked his interest in politics, particularly 
by "humanizing" government for him: "I 
came to realize that the important and 
powerful people are also real people." 
James presently heads student govern- 
ment at his high school and is interviewing 
for college. He hopes to attend Harvard. 
When college interviewers see the Hugh 


• O'Brian Youth Foundation on his applica- 


tion, he finds they're very interested. "To 
people who are aware of the program," 
says James, "it makes a great deal of dif- 
ference in their evaluation of you." 


And what did the political greats who 


met these kids think about the Hugh 
O'Brian Youth Foundation? Sen. Humph- 
rey says, "These are times when it is easy 
to be cynical and pessimistic. We all must 
recognize, however, that our future, good 
or bad, rests in the hands of our young 
people. The Hugh O'Brian Youth Founda- 
tion is making an attempt to teach our 
youth to lead, by showing them not only 
how to make America grow, but nm 
how to make themselves grow."

PEOPLE QUIZ By John E. Gibson 


Do most people identify with their favorite TV char- 
acters? What - if anything - does the time spent on 
TV-viewing reveal about family tensions? 


TV AND YOU 


TRUE OR FALSE? 


1. The favorite TV character "of most 
Americans are those with whom they can 
identify. 
2. Whether you ate a light or heavy TV 
viewer provides a clue asto what you think 
of yourself 
3. The television programs a child chooses 
to watch reveal a lot about the child-parent 
relationship. 
4. TV programs provide an index as to 
whether times are good or bad. 
5. The amount of time television sets are 
on provides a good barometer of family 
tensions. 


ANSWERS 


1. False. According to a survey question- 
naire of a cross-section of the adult popu- 
lation/ directed by two Bowdoin College 
psychologists, the personal characteristics,. 
beliefs and attitudes of a major TV charac- 
ter may be the complete opposite of the 
TV viewer, and still the character will be 
rated as a top favorite. The survey 
showed, for example, that though viewers 
generally disagreed with Archie Bunker 
and found him dissimilar to themselves, he 
was thought to be a likeable loser, was af- 
fectionately regarded and scored, high 
marks in popularity contests. In fact, psy- 
chological studies have-shown that many 
people actually dislike characters they 
perceive to be similar to themselves. This 
has been found to be notably true in cases 
where a person Is lacking in self-esteem 
and doesn't like himself very much. 
2. True. A University of Southern Califor- 
nia study has shown that — where women 
are concerned, at any rate — light and 
heavy television viewers see themselves 
quite , differently 
and have 
different 


psychological needs. The investigation, 
which compared the self-concepts of hun- 
dreds of women who were divided Into 
two groups, light and heavy TV viewers, 
showed that the light viewers rated them- 
selves as significantly more active (doing 
more things, going more places, having 
more diversified experiences) and as being 
more autonomous (controlling the direc- 
tion of their lives to a greater extent) than 


the heavy viewers, who rated themselves 
less active in terms of getting things done 
or achieving specific goals but more active 
with regard to sotiabffity and friendship. 
3. True Michigan State University studies 
show that when the child-parent relation- 
ship is good, with good communications 
existing between parents and their chil- 
dren, the: children will 'have TV-viewing 
preferences similar to what they perceive 
their parents would want them to watch! 
But the opposite is likely to be the case 
when "interaction between parents and 
children Is minimal, and the home simply 
.serves as a place to eat, sleep and watch 
television." 
4. True. A California State University 
study, which; evaluated the content of TV 
programs that have been broadcast by the 
three major national networks over a 20- 
year period,'produced this finding: in- 
creases in the popularity of authoritarian 
programs (those which feature.a tough 
and powerful authority figure who main- 
tains law and order) in a given year cor- 
related positively with rises in the unem- 
ployment rate for that year, in the con- 
sumer-price index from the previous year 
and in the proportion of poll respondents 
who mentioned the economy as the coun- 
try's most urgent problem. 
5. True. In a study by a team of University 
of Minnesota behavior scientists of the re- 
lationship between television-viewing time 
and family tensions, greater tension was 
found in families with high levels of televi- 
sion-watching. It's suggested that television 
is often used to head off tense interaction 
among family members andjhat it serves 
as an "acceptable avoidance mechanism" 
when relationships within the family are 
likely to become unpleasant. And the in- 
.vestigators observed that quite possibly 
"family members who are feeling irritable, 
or who want to be left alone, may be 
choosing the wisest course if they avoid 
other family members by watching televi- 
sion." The researchers point out, however, 
that viewing television for the purpose of 
evading tense interactions may be harmful 
if the sources of tension are recurrent and 
are aggravated by the avoidance 
ram

They credited him for the 
ticket and then returned the $739 for his 
own fare. Letters asking the company to 
correct its mistakes have still" gotten no 
results. "I'm not a con artist," Cossette 
says. "I just stumbled into this, and I'm 
fascinated."

How To Make 
A Good Move 


One out of five families wiU move this year, 
and moving often causes psychological 
problems for both parents and children. 
Dr. Gerald Weinberger of Columbia Uni- 
versity has these recommendations for 
making things easier on everyone: 
• Give a child time to prepare himself. 
• Take, time to talk about feelings, includ- 
ing both the sadness of leaving friends and _ 
the excitement of going to a new place. 
• Familiarize children with the new place if 
at all possible. Visit the new house and the 
new school. If you're moving to a distant 
place, get pictures or brochures about the 
area, including the new house if available. 
Perhaps you could even subscribe to the 
local newspaper a couple of months before 
arriving. 
- 


• Let children help with the packing. 
• Parents should talk to their child's new 
teacher. The child feels reassured that the 
parent cares, and the teacher gets infor- 
mation that can help the child to settle. 
• The best time of the year to move chil- 
dren is around May or as soon as school 
recesses for the summer.-A move just 
before school begins fails to allow a child to 
develop patterns in the new locale before 
having to cope with schoolwork. 
• There apparently is no "best age" at 
which to move children, but a move just 
before a youngster's junior or senior year in 
high school is probably the worst time. 


New Concept: 
Read-A-Thons 
\ 


There are walk-a-thons, blke-a-thons and 
swim-a-thons throughout the country that 
produce millions of dollars for a huge 
variety of charities — and often blisters 
and tired-muscles for the children who par- 
ticipate. In the last year, a new kind of 
"then" has been mushrooming nationally, 
which does not call upon physical durabili- 
ty. It's called the MS (Multiple Sclerosis) 
Read-a-Thon. The children in MS Read-a- 
Thons read books and ask sponsors for 
contributions for every book read. The 
program was originated in 1974 by the Na- 
tional MS Society chapter in Cleveland 
and went national last year. "By the end of 
1976, four million children had registered 
for the MS Read-a-Thons," says Sylvia 
Lawry, founder and executive director of 
the National MS Society. "About 10 
million books were read, and in terms of 
funds raised, we received $4 million from 
all of our Read-a-Thons across the 
country." Children can register through 
their schools. If schools want more infor- 
mation about the program, they should te- 
lephone their local MS chapter or write to:

On Brake Repair* 


If you know the early signs, you can recog- 
nize when your car may have major brake 
problems. Here's how the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation suggests you 
check your car brakes: 
• If the brake light on the dash board 
lights up, you may have a problem in the 
braking system, such as toss of pressure. 
Have your brake system checked to deter- 
mine the problem. 
• There should be a solid feel when your 
brakes are applied. If your brakes feel 
mushy or spongy, you may have air bub- 
bles in the brake lines or your brake-fluid 
level may be low. 
• When the brake pedal is applied, it 
should go halfway to the floor. If it travels 
farther, have your brakes checked.
